The Esqiiimalt Election. 

All election witliiii a lew days will take 
|)l;u:e :U Esiiaiinalt — iho socoiiil town in 
point of imporlaiu'e in the colony — for llio 
rettirii of " a gooil m;ui and true" to servn 
ill iliL' present House of Assembly. The 
vacancy in the tepresentation of that con- 
stitueiioy has been caused by Mr. Gordon 
accepting the office of Treasurer, Under 
o'lause XIl., of the Franchise Act, 1859, the 
mere acceptance of an office of honor or 
emolument renders the seritrof ia meinlier 
vacant, it says : " Any member of the 
House of Assembly ftCjeptiPK or obiaiiiiiiH 
an appointment or contract from, of, or un- 
der the Government shall ipso faclo vacate 
hia fii^at, anJ a new writ shall inimediatnly 
be issued for another election, but the mem- 
ber vacating,' shall be oliyible for re-eleo- 
lion." The Assembly has formally declared 
the seat of Gcirilon vaoaiit, and ordered a 
writ 10 issue for a new election. Undaunt- 
edly ihe Tieasurer has come forward again 
as a caiulidata. 

From all we can learn, he has no earthly 
show to be returned. His conduct in the 
Assembly, in voting right or wrong with the 
government, has given Esquimalt a surfeit 
of new and untried men. From all concur- 
rent circumstances it appears that his whole 

•object/has been to ensconce himself in a fat 

' ofece. ' That has been done. Now he wants 
to be re-elected to the Assembly, and quietly 
pocket dbMOO^ayear, which is eeiuivuleiit 
to a tax of 75 cents on every inhabitant ol 
the colony, whilst he sits in the House and 
votes as ho is told — aiul whilst, a clerk per- 
forms his Treasury duties at an additional 
expense to the country of, perhaps, S1500 a 
year. Such is the neat little programme of 
Mr. Georye Tomline Gordon, ex-member of 
Esquimalt. 

We appeal to the intelligence of Esqui- 
malt,— tu the laxpayeis of Esqaimall,— to 
the taxpayers of the colony,— wliellier they 
will vote for a man without legislative abil- 
ity—who can do nothing; to further the pub- 
lie interests ?— we ask whether' the electors 
will reiuin him, and pay a clerk SI500 be- 
sides, for doing what he is appointed to do, 
and of right ought to perform'? We liuve 
too much oonfidenobin the intelligence of 
the people —of the electors of Eoqaimalt— 
to suppose that , Mr. «euit;e T. Gordon will 
evir agam be a member. During his brief 
legislative career, Mr. Gonlon has proven 
that'his only object was oliice. Ileturti liiin 
and his own interests will be siibstituteil for 

' those of the public. It will bo reinemlirreil 
that he intiodncod the monopoly (Jas Bill 
into the Assembly No one would sii ppose 
for a moment, lliat he uniilii ever become a 
shareholder. There is nut much proli.ihi lity, 
as he i.= anything but a wealthy yenth'iiian. 
Vet we wouM not be a-^loni-sheii, were he 
relLiiued, to find him a large owner of yas 
stock. He would buy it, we suppose. Per- 
haps the company would sell cheaply, on a 
very long credit. Having suceeedcd in ni.ik- 
iiiy himself custodian of the public purse, 
it is not improbable that, if returned, he 
might also become treasurer of the gas 
rnonopoly; .at least. cpndescentl to.ptllqw the 
name of Gbobob Tommne Gordom, Esq , to 
be used as a shareholder. 

If any one can show us tiiat Mr. (;oril()ii 
merits re-election, wc would be veiy gin. I. 
Show one solitary thing during his live 
months' legislation that entitles huii to pub- 
lic confidence 1 If a fit man to be a n pic- 
sentative, certainly live months oiiglil to be 
amply eutlicient to jn-ove it! Kverytliiiig 
lik(! an iiiveslii^atiiiii in'" our (iiiaiicial cnii- 
ditioii lie has perseveringly op|)<ised. Is 
Ktieh a man a lit tn;iii tlidi to he cnlniste.l 
with a .-eat in ilin Ass.-ml.iy wliicii ^IkhiUI 
supeivix! the very department of which ho 
is the head, — the doparlinent where our 
whole rovoiiuu will be lodged?

The first question wo shall not an- 
swer, but hope that ho is all his friend.-i 
imagine him to bo in that respect. As to 
the sec.nd question wo have no hositation 
in .saying that he is totally unfit for the 
duties of a logislator. On all hands that is 
admiileil. Fur a constituency, then, to elect 
him tu attend to the general interests of the 
colony, or to the looal interest of tho district, 
would be like trusting to a broken stick. 



TitB iNsiJiinF.cTios IN N !•; w Zkaf-and. — 
The London Times of June 13ih contains an 
account (.f the late insurrection of the na- 
tives of Now Zealand against the British 
authorities. Tho cause of the rising was 
the sale of a small piece of laud by one of 
the natives to the English Government. 
The natives gathered and obstructed the 
survey, pulled up the pegs, etc., and erected 
a " pah," or fori, across onej5fjhe,it)ads. A 
detachment of troops, u-ider Colonel Gold) 
opened fire on them, and the next morning, 
with the loss of two lives, succeeded in car- 
rying the fort. A day or two after a party 
of volunteers, composed of European emi- 
grants, numbering about 100, and a poition 
of the regular troops, met a body of about 
600 armed jnatives in the bush. A battle 
ensiied, and the natives were finally driven 
off, with a loss of 100 killed. The I':uro- 
peans lost two killed and eleven wojndod. 
A great many of the New Zealanders were, 
at last accounts, in the bush, and the author- 
ities were preparing to drive them out. 

Gold from Rock Cbekk.— Several 
ounces of gold from the new diggings on 
Rock Creek and the Similkamcen valley, 
have been ret'eivLd at the Colonial Secreta- 
ry's otiico. Tho gold was sent down by a parly 
of prospeclers, who left Fort Hope suino 
two months si lu-e for the Similkaineen val- 
ley, for the jiurpose of giving the country 
a thorough trial. It iscpiito coarse and is of 
a dark color. The pieces vary from 2o cents 
to 75 cents in value. The party report hav- 
ing found numeious bars and gulches that 
would pay from S5 to SlO per day to the 
hand.

This geatlemaa is possoaaed of a marked 
if not very enviable organization. A person 
who is at all conversant with the study of 
human nature, cannot fail to take hia mea- 
sure almost at a glance. In stature he is 
about live feet eight or nine inches high, 
with fair complexion, and of an active ner- 
'vous temperament. Mental development 
about an average ; moral rather slluht ; and 
animal full. His ruling organ is sell'-estoem, 
which gives him a most e.valled opinion of 
himself, and has a tendency to make him 
.^rrojjant, self-sutTiciont, duspotic, and, not 
-unfrequontly impertinent. His vanity sticks 
out all over him^ like "the quills on the 
fretful porcupine," and his every motion 
seems to declare, as plainly as if spoken 
with the tongue, " I am the vian ; when 1 
die, wisdom will take her departure with 
me." His coinbativeness is large, but so 
governed by cautiousness, as to protect him 
from entering into any engagement likely 
40 iiitetfeio with liis personal safety. Ilis 
fioliting qualities are not of the Nelsonian 
order, but rather of a wituhj nature. He has 
language • fully developed, which enables 
him to speak with a degree of Ouency pos- 
sessed by no other member of the Assembly. 
But when his clforis at oratory come to be 
erilieized and dissected by a skillful hand, 
they are lound to be utterly void of logical 
force— are of the j)i(//-6u/i stamp— partaking 
much more largely of aDO^JOrou* nature than 
of sound reasoning, or original ideas. In fact, 
I should scarcely consider the gentleman 
capable of giving birth to an origmal idea, 
on any matter of public utility or political 
importance. A successful political loader 
he can never be, if I am any prophet. To 
be successful, a man must be consistent ; 
his e.xample must agree with his ]jrecept8 ; 
his integrity must be aboveisuspioipU Jl'Bnd 
his character for veracity undoubted. Our 
subject is possessed of indomitable energy, 
which, combined with any amount of as- 
surance, enables him to go ahead and ac- 
complish a given purpose, when a man of 
sounder judgment* clearer intellect, and 
much more comprehensive ideas, on mat- 
ters pertaining to the administration of pub- 
lic ati'aii-s, but less pretentious and forward, 
would fail. But this go-ahead characteris- 
tic, which, when properly and judiciously 
<lirected, is a praiseworthy qualilicatioM, in 
ihe subject of our sketch is much more 
likely to prove his political overthrow, than 
to e.'ialt him in public estimation. Such a 
man is not likely to yield his opinion, and 
be guidi-d by the counsel and advice of 
■others, who take a wiser and more dispas- 
.sionate view of subjects of public impor- 
tance; hut, being self-sufficient, arrogant, 
and hmieiitahly vain, the bent of his own 
inclination he will pnr.-iue to ttie uttermost, 
regardless of consequences or public opin- 
ion. Hence, we predict for him a very 
short, and, ultimately, inglorious political 
career, in thes^. colonies. His light may, 
for a time, coiilinue to .shine, but as the 
country becomes more thickly settled, and 
the inhabitants more alive to their own in- 
terests and rights, his influence will grow 
less, until finallyi they will snulf him (mt 
bl the political firmament altogether, and al 
low him to spend the remainder of his 
days ill peaceful retirement in private life, 
to follow the duties of his profession, of 
which he^has,..at present, no superior 
though there may be bis equal, in the col- 
ony.

House of Assembly. 



Friday, August 2, 18G0. 
The House met at a quarter-past three 
o'clock. Present — Speaker Helmoken, and 
Messrs. Foster, Green, Crease, Coles, Wad- 
diugton, Gary, Franklin, McDonald, and 
Southgale. 

Mr. Foster's resolution that His Excel- 
lency the tJovernor bo prayed to order that 
evejy official in the receipt of public revenue 
in this colony enter into recognizances upon 
tho same system as pursued in England, 
both personally and through sureties, was 
adopted. 

Mr. Franklin's bill for the improvement 
of Iho streets of Victoria was taken up. 

iVlr. Waddington thought a certain num- 
ber of streets to be improved should be 
named in the bill. 

Mr. Gary agreed with- Mr.' Waddington ; 
tho streets shonid bo named and the grade 
established. He was opposed to appointing 
commissioners with arbitrary powers to im- 
prove such streets as they thought proper. 

Tho Speaker said it had been generally 
understood tfi'at the portion of the bill rolai- 
in" to the commissioners should be altered. 

Air. Franklin had no objection to altering 
the bill in Comiuiltee of the whole House, so 
lonu' as the priiiciiile was letained. In re- 
gard to the oornmissioners, he had intro- 
duced a clause into the bill which provided 
for their appointment, in order that the 
towns-people might not think it was a gov- 
vernnient bill. Ha asked permission to 
introduce an addition to tho bill providing 
for the construction of a cistern lor the use 
of the Fire Department at the corner of 
Vatos and Government streets. 

Mr, Waddington took a map of the town 
of Victoria, and pointed out the position of 
the ravine and Ihe swamp in the eastern 
section of the town, and thought Ihe present 
grade of Yates street, from Douglas tu Gov- 
ernment, was correct. Some other por- 
tions of the town would need considerable 
grading. 

The bill passed a second reading. 

Mr. Franklin asked that the rules might 
be suspended, in order that the bill might 
be sent lo a committee of the whole House 
at once. It was a matter of great import- 
ance, and urgently called for. 

Messrs. Gary and Crease also requested 
that Ihe rules might be suspended, owing to 
the necessity of immediately att-niding lo 
the streets. 

The rules weio suspended, and the House 
went into committee on tho bill, iVlr. VVad- 
diiiglou in the chair. 

The chairman would not give the coininis- 
sioii power to choose the particular streets, 
or ponions of streets, lie remembered, in 
'58, that speculators would not touch a lot 
suulh of Fort street, because tliey believed 
that the town would bo built nurth of the ra- 
vine; but the money for grading was ev- 
peuded ill such a peculiar, partial manner, 
that the town had never gone that way. 

Mr. Helmcken— The solo rtMson lor the 
town not hiivinz b''''n built across tin; raviiio 
was because the Victoria Bridge occupied 
111.! positiiui it did. 

On motion of Mr. Gary, the clauso provid- 
ing tor tho appointment of three 'commis- 
sioners, was slncken out, and Ihe following 
amendment subsliluted : That His E.vcel- 
leiicy be empowered, and he is hereby autho- 
rized, to make the improvements hereinafter 
specified. Carried, 

The second clause was amended to road 
as follows : The iiiipioveuients shall be such 
as may be considcreii by lli^ K.vcelleiic v the 
most requisite for opening ; nd inainlainiiig 
communication with the following puiiils. 
Carried. 

The following portions of the city to be 
graded were decided uppn'.,after;tWO,hour8 
iliscussioii : 1. Vales street from Govern- 
ment to Douglas ; 'J. (Government street from 
Johnson to the .street beyond Disciivciy ;

•1. Broad /street from Johnson to Pandom, by 
means of a foot-bridge over the ravine; .0, 
Karl street from p^Yernment to Douglas; 
(), General improvement of the road to the 

springs. , , • , 

Alter defining the districts tnbe impro\ed, 
the committee rose, and the House adjourn- 
ed to Monday, August Oth, at 3 o'clock, i>. m.
